4. The firſt Martyr was a Shepherd : Abel was 
a keeper of ſheep , and he brought of the fiſt lings of 
his flock,and of the fat thereof. Thy Servants are 
Shepherds, ſay the Parriarks, rhe Sons of Jacob, ro 
Pharaoh, King of Egypt, both we and aifo our Fa- 
thers. Moſes, learned in all the wiſdome of the E- 
2 yptians, refuſed to be called S8n of Pharaohs 
Daughter,' relinquiſht rhe pleaſures of Pharaohs 
Court, and beca ne a Shepherd : and leading this 
contemplative lite,God,the God of Abrabam, Tſa- 
ac, nd Facob appeared to him, while he kept rhe 
Flock of Fethro, by the mountaine of God, even Ho - 
reb. Andin that eſtate he continued abour 40. 
years : during which time,it is ſuppoſed he wrote 
the Books of Geneſrs and Fob,for the comfort of his 
afflited Brethren in Egypt. And thus it pleaſed 


_ God ro exerciſe Moſes in a Shepherds life, that he 


might thereby be weaned from rhe pleaſures of 
Egypt, and, asit were renounce the world : and 
by thar paſtoral Life, as a kind of introduction, 
prepared for the Government, which God afrer- 
wards laid upon him,as Pſal.17. Thou leddeft thy 
people lihe a flock, by the hand of Moſes and Aaron. 
Laſtly, That Gods power mighrc appear, inraifing 
Moſes irom this contemprible kind of Life, eſpeci- 
ally in the opinion of the Z yptians, who abhor- 
red all keepers of Sheep, tro that high place, cal- 
ling and Authority, to the which he was after- 
wards advanced. - | 

5. David, ſometime a Shepherd.was appointed 
Ring over Iſrael. Thy ſervant, faith he to King Saul, 
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kept his Fathers Sheep, and there came a Lyon and _ 
a Bear, &c. He choſe David his Servant, and tooh 
him from the Sheep-ſolds: from followin; the Ews 
great with young, he brought him to feed Facob hig 
people, and Iſrael his Thheritance. Amos thac holy - 
Prophet, when Amaziah the Prieſt of Bethe! was 
angry with him for propheſying, and accufed him 
far conſpiring againſt the King, bidding him be 
gon, and prophelie no more at Bethehfor,(aith he, 
it is the Kings Chappel, ( it is the Kings Court, 
thus anſwered, and ſaid ra Amaztah,I was no Pro- 
phet.neither was I Prophets Son, but T was an Herd- 
man, and a pgatherer of Sycomore fruit, and the Lord: 
to:k me as T follywed the flock, and the Lord ſaid 
anto me, go prophefre unto my people Iſrael. 

6. And this renowned Aurhor, upon whom 
God confer'd like Gifrs and Graces, as upon the 
Prophers of old, and rais'd him up in this laſt age 
of the world, that he might be a ſpeciall inſtru- 
ment of his Glory, and direRion to his Church 
and people, rhough he were very learned, was nor 
aſham'd of this low and cont:mprible Calling, 
For he was, inthar eſtate, inſtructed of God, pre- 
pared and fitted for a more excellent work and 
employment,to feed the flock of God, ro comfort 
and refreſh the Souls of repentanr Men and Wo- 
men. He was nor troubled at tne Glory, nor 
affraid of rhe pride and power of Rome, Whoſe p1-

7. But to come nearer the matter chiefly in- 
tended, here we may eonſtder, that when the Aſ- 
ſyrian, Chaldean, and Perſian Monarchies drew to 
their fatall end and period ; i: pleaſed God to 
raiſe up Prophets, holy men, Fonah, Amos, Tſatah, 
Feremiah, Ezekiel, Daniel, Exra, &c. whom he in- 
ſiru&ed with heavenly wifedome, and furniſhed 
with extraordinary - gifts, enabling rhem to fore- 
ſhew and denounc his Judgments upon the 
Churches Adverſaries, inevitable ruine to their 
chief Ciries,ſeats ofthe Empires : and alſo to ad- 
moniſh the people, and forewarn rhem of rhe e- 
vilstro come, rhar his Ele& might be brought to 
repentance, and all others, being admoniſhed, left 
without excuſe. So now in this laſt age, the time 
of the reign of rhe 4th. Beaſt, | che Roman Monar- 
chy } haſtning ro ax end, ir cannot be denyed,bur 
that God raiſed up wany Prophers, ſent divers of 
his Servants, to dereq, oppoſe, and cry out a- 
cainſt th' Abominations, Idolatrries, Superl'itions, 
and Deluſions of Reme, the Weſtern Babylon, de- 
nounc Judgments to his and his peoples impla- 
cable Enemies 3 and comforr his chofen and fajth- 
tul with promiſes of deliverance and falvation. 
Amongſt whom certainly this Author, who ever 
he was, is not to be accounted tie leaſt, Many and 
jundry veices, ſaith he, have been heard out of the 
wilderneſſe iu theſe latter dayes, whereanto had we 
g1ven good and diligent ear, we had perhaps diſcer- 
ned the time of our viſitation. Nevertheleſs he that 
writeth, teſtify:th,the Kingdom of God 5s at hand.

abſtruſe,perplexed Speculations, betore the plaine, 
comfortable,ſaying docrine of Chriſt,his Prophets, 
and Apoſiles : thar, ifit were poſlthle, they mighr 
draw in others into the ſame Condemnation with 
themſelves.

and heads : whoſe imperiall wings after they were fo 


clipr, as ſhe coyld no longer flye over all in her pro- 


per colours and ſtile of Roma trrumpbante, deyiſed how 
by deceit ſhe might uphold her throne ( for to be 
high was all her care) and found nothing ſo fir as to 
diſguiſe her ſelfe, and challenge prelation under rhe 
| maske of Romg la Santa. And this 15 it which this verſe 
reacheth, that when the finfull Citie ſaw her ferhers 
ſo pluckr, as the feare of her armes and forces, might 
no longer flie into all Kingdomes,commanding them 
under che paine of Imperium Romanum 3; lying by 
meanes of this diffres, very weake and in danger of 
falling 3 her counſell and body policique, deviſed by 
lies and witch-craft ( wherein was all her pleafure 
from her youth ) to reſtore the ſupremacy and ho= 
nor of her name, under the colour of Ecclefia Dei. 


| Wherein this race of preſumptuous hornes excel- 
| ed the fin of all the hornes that foretime ruled in 
(if | her 
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her, for they, asin whom Satan dwelt but literally 
did butin open hoſtility fight againſt the higheſt, ſet- 
ting before him a God made of a wicked man, whoſe 
fathers blood cryeth out for vengeance night and 
_ day, whoſe bed/fellow was (& Soror 0 conjux, and 
whoſe wife was id quod dicere nolo. But this race of 
a preſumptaons and deceitfull Kings, as in whom Satan 
dwelleth ſpiritually, in a hidden treaſure of blaſphe- 
my, ſets up the higheſt againſt himſelie, and under 
the Viſor of the Church, aud the name of God, blaf- 
phemerh his Sanftuary, and the Lord thereof. Ng 
marvaile then, tho ſhe and Sion be at ods, for as gold

And altho many others beſides theſe, as Radagaiſe, 
the Alani now called Almans, the Burgontans condu- 
ed by Gundibald, the Uhgers, Saracens, 8c. were all 
in their time as coſtly enemies to the Empireas ſome 
of theſe, yer none did humble the great City, the 
mother of wickedneſle, bur theſe eight onely. And 
therefore the re{t may not be allowed to fit at this ta- 
ble, buc may ſerve to juſtifie the judgement of the 
Beaſt, which was thus wounded againe and ſtricken 
of all, as ſhe had wounded and ſtricken all. | 

And if in reading doubt ariſe,how thele eight fethers 
may be contrary tothe Eagl:, that is, reſifters of her 
- power and dominion, and yet þe feathers of the Ea- 
ple, that is, mainteiners of the ſame 3 Fhe anſwer is, 
that they were adverſaries and contrary unto her, as 
ſhe ſtood upon tearmes of Imperium orbis terre : but 
after ſhe had chang'd her coppy, and claimed ſupre- 
macy under the cloake of Mater Eccleſig, they were 
for the moſt, maintainers of her pride, and became 
drunke alſo with her werſhip, as other Kings and 
Princes of th'earth.

This feather here deſcribed 1s the firſt of the 
twelve, namely Juſtus Ceſar, who ( like an il! incer- 
preter ) tranſlated Senatum popuſumgq; Romanum, into 
Ceſarem Auguſtum.

This defire 
thus begun, by time(as naturally all conſpicarion dorh) 
gathered ſtrength, and advenrured (but ſomewhat roo 
young) to check the beaſt, who by reaſon he was ſo wel 
guarded by his forefaid head & champion Charles, ea- 
ſily neckt 1r. Notwithſtanding ſome 100 and'5o years 
afrer, this ulcer,now grown toa riper head, under the 
practiſe of one Alberique and Ofauian his ſon, brake out 
anew, and charg'd the beaſt in ſo ſharpe a manner, as 
wirhour doubt he had received the mare, had nor his 


head in the midſt avoided it once againe, whoſe name 


was now chang'd from Charles the great, to Otho the 
reat: who as being hy oath devored, cams ro Rome, 
aniſhr her new riſen Conſuls, hang'd her Tribuns, and 
mounted her Prefetus urbis, Mc. ot miſrule, naked on 
an Aﬀe, crowned and attended through the city wich 
great derifion; from thence commitrted ro priſon, and 
there executed with exquifice rorments. And by this 
means,the heat of this defe(tion was ſo alſwag'd, that ic 
appeared not for 7 years afrer:but(then under the lead- 
ing cf one Cinczys)flam'd our ancew,in ſo furious a ſort,as 
It had doubles fir'd rhe beaſt our of all his holds, had 
not his middle head(0tho the ſecond) haſted into Italy 
to quench the ſame ; who(knowing how much ivim-

prepared in the Vatican a fumpruous feaſt, invited ther-
